Alexander, Caesar, Napoleon, Joffre, Haig, Pershing and 
the other heroes of ancient and modern times exercised a fascinating influence 
by the ascendency of their genius; but the secret of this ascendency, the secret 
of their power was fixity of purpose—a character which gave them an im- 
mense superiority over other men. Thus Alexander passed the Granicus, 
undertook and completed his conquest of Аза; thus Caesar crossed the 
Rubicon, put Pompey to flight, triumphed at Pharsalia; and made himself 
master of the world; thus did Napoleon disperse those who parleyed about 
the fate of France, conquered his enemies at Marengo, alarmed and astonished 
the world by the victories at Austerlitz and Jena; thus, in our own day in 
the World War, the famous generals determined that the German army should 
never reach Paris, and that civilization should never again be menaced. 


Of course, you will not have worlds to conquer, except your position in 
the world; you will have no enemies to subdue except the enemies that you 
raise in yourselves. 


To prepare you for your place in the world has been the aim of your 
course in the High School and the measure of your success will be the test of 
our success. That your success will be eminent, will elevate and adorn you, 
will give you a greater ascendency over your fellow citizens and will create 
for you a distinguished place in the social order, is the ardent hope and firm 
desire of the principal and teachers.

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SINGLE knot of quartz, occurring in a flake of slate at the crest 
of a ridge may alter the entire destinies of the mountain form.

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The American School

Even in the first month of his Ameri- 
can life can a foreigner appreciate and 
laud the American school organization. 

Indeed we are fortunate to be edu- 
cated in American schools. There is a 
great deal of difference between the 
American and the European schools. 

It is not my purpose, at all, to do 
justice to the cradle of education. Eu- 
rope is great. From her we borrowed 
the fundamental methods of education, 
but I can assure you that the spirit and 
fervor with which America drives her 
sons toward education is magnificent ; it's 
glorious. It is different from that of 
Europe. 

The United States of America is that 
nation which spends millions and millions 
of dollars for the education of the people. 
This vast amount of money is wisely dis- 
tributed. Every boy or girl has a chance 
to progress. 

Eight years of elementary schools are 
offered free. Four years of advanced 
studies are offered free also. Where is 
another such nation? In Europe, espec- 
ially in the southern countries, a five 
year course is given free by the nations. 
The secondary schools are not free of 
tuition. The common people, that is the 
majority of the people, are halted by this 
barrier. 

Money is scarce, free education is re- 
stricted, thus having its effects on edu- 
cation. In this way many probable gen- 
iuses are confronted by this obstacle, by 
this sign “Thou shalt not pass.” 

I had six years of European school 
experience and I have had six years of 
the American. I can tell you without 
any hesitation, that this is the land of 
opportunity, not only in the financial life 
but in the educational one, too. 

Education here knocks at our own 
door. Grammar school free, high school 
free, college semi-free. I may say that 
many an American boy or girl does not 
consider nor appreciate the American 
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school. He or she doesn’t know that 
there are other schools not comparable 
to ours. 

Our schools are well equipped, steam 
heat, electricity, and water; good teach- 
ers, good schools and immense quantities 
of school supplies. Do we find all of 
these in the ordinary Europeon school? 
No. It is America that supplies those 
things. In our schools we have a plain 
and easy method of teaching. 

In Europe, the educational subjects 
are very much compressed. 

Another progress of the United States 
is the adoption of practical work in the 
schools. In grammar school the pupil 
is started to be trained in different arts. 
In the high schools this is continued in 
subjects such as chemistry, physics, etc. 
Numerous experiments and research 
work are done. Many school hours are 
devoted to this kind of work. Practice 
is the best teacher and America has 
adopted this proverb. 

For a simple example, I may refer to 
a visit to a biological laboratory of an 
ordinary high school, here. We find ten 
or twenty microscopes on the tables. 
Each student has one or it may be that 
two students have one. Do we find this 
in Europe. Absolutely not. Not even 
in a medical college, there, has a student 
a microscope for himself. There may be 
two or three microscopes to a class. But 
what does all of this mean? Does it 
mean that Europe is ignorant, that it is 
backward? No. Europe is poor, the 
Europeans fight the obstacles, conquer 
them and continue on the road of suc- 
cess. For Americans this road is wider, 
and smoother than theirs, because Amer- 
ica is wealthy. We Americans, being 
favored by the said facts, find easier the 
road of success. Let us take advantage 


of this opportunity.
